Important Social Security Act Amendments 


There is a general opinion in the organized labor movement 
and other progressive forces that the social security act in its 
present form is far from perfect and should be amended so as to 
more fully meet the requirements imposed by social and economic 
conditions existing in the United States. 


Reliable estimates indicate that althouch approximately 35,- | 


000,000 persons are covered by the old-age insurance section of 
the act there are around 13,000,000 who are barred from benefits 
by the express terms of the act itself. 

In the field of unem»loyment compensation it is estimated 


that the social security act and state unemployment compensa- | 


tion laws complying with its requirements exclude approximately 
24,000,000 out of 48,000,000 gainfully employed persons. 
In addition to the discrimination in the federal act agaimst a 


large number of workers, many of the state unemployment com- | 


pensation laws bar workers with firms employing less than eight 
persons, in some instances less than four persons, and specifically 
disqualify for unemployment compensation workers engaged in 
legitimate strikes. 

Furthermore, it is apparent that the federal old-age insurance 
section of the social security act does not provide in all instances 
pensions large enough to support the recipients in that degree of 
comfort to which their long years of service in industry entitle 
them and which decent living standards require. 

To correct these injustices the 1937 convention of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, recently held in Denver, after consid- 
ering an exhaustive report made by the federation’s executive 
council, recommended that, as a beginning, the social security 
act be amended so as to provide coverage for agricultural work- 
ers and for all employes in work shops, mills, mines and factories. 
This amendment will remove the wholly unwarranted discrim- 
ination against many millions of workers with regard to both 
federal old-age insurance and unemployment compensation. 

The convention also recommended that workers engaved in 
legitimate strikes should be included among those entitled to 
benefits provided by the act. re 

In addition, the convention urged that within five years after 
taxes to be used in financing the social security act are ordered 
paid that minimum federal old-age pensions shall not be less than 
$30 per month. 

Finally, the A. F. of L. convention recommended that the 
social security act be amended so as to require state unemploy- 
ment compensation laws to relieve employes from contributin? 
to unemployment compensation funds, thus bringing the state 
laws into line with the social security act which collects such 
taxes exclusively from employers. ‘‘We maintain,’’ the conven- 
tion declared, ‘‘that the entire cost for unemployment insurance 
should be borne by industry. Workers who are the victims of 
unemployment should not be required to contribute out of their 
net earnings to unemployment insurance funds.’’ 

The passage of the social security act, with all its desirable 
features, was secured through the influence and support of the 
American Federation of Labor. Not only the executive officers 
of the federation, but also state federations of labor and city 
central bodies, local organizations and individual members of 
organized labor urged favorable consideration of the act upon 
members of congress. It is not an exaggeration to say that this 
concentrated and unanimous demand for the enactment of the 
law by organized labor and its friends was largely responsible 
for the favorable consideration which the act received by federal 
legislators.

At request of the pharmacists’ 
union the Alameda county Central 
Labor Council this week placed the 
Stier Drug company, located at 
3407 Lakeshore avenue, Oakland, 
and 1845 Solano avenue, Berkeley, 
on the official “We Don’t Patron- 
ize” list of the council. 

Pharmacists employed in these 
stores are non-union and for that 
reason the stores above mentioned 
have been declared “unfair.” 
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Political Labor Leaders 

They must have had quite 2 guth- 
ering in San Francisco Saturday 
and Sunday if the Examiner, the 
Chronicle and the rest of the daily 
papers including the Tribune, have 
reported the happening correctly, 
and if they have it is one of those 
once-in-a-million things, but again 
I can see the fine Australian alien 
hand moving under cover. Organ- 
ized labor as represented by the 
American Federation of Labor in 
the state of California, has made 
wonderful strides in the last twen- 
ty-five years, so much so in fact 
that all the states in the union have 
patterned after her, yet we have a 
minority that would jeopardize the 
progress made by labor, and the 
wonderful laws placed upon the 
statute books of this state, by try- 
ing to overdo the thing. 

The San Francisco Convention 

While there were several Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor affiliates 
in attendance at this convention, 
there were more than there should 
have been. Anything with the name 
of Jawn L. Lewis at its head should 
be shunned by all true Americans, 
until Mr. Lewis can purge himself 
of the associates he has at the pres- 
ent time, and then it would be 
wise to watch him for some time 
to come before any confidence is 
placed in him. But of course most 
of those posing as Americans at 
this convention are only using that 
word as a cloak for the time being. 
In other words, they are playing 
Americans ala Bridges, because it 
is the convenient thing to do. It 
seems that some people assume 
that everything which some one 
proposes and says it is good for la- 
bor should immediately receive the 
support of all union men or they 
should be dubbed traitors. Well we 
have heard those loud mouths be- 
fore, and we have watched them 
come and go, and most of their 
proposals are about as weak and as 
shallow as the minds of those pro- 
posing them. An ancient Chinese 
philosopher once said, “That loud 
mouths usually begat small brains” 
and this bit of philosophy can be 
said again of most of those who at- 
tended Lewis’ non-partisan federa- 
tion of labor. 

What Is Likely to Happen 

At this writing the political hori- 
zon presents an opportunity to put 
into the governor’s chair a good 
substantial man who will bring our 
beautiful California out of the tail 
spin which it has been in during the 
last four years, but if the mislead- 
ership representing itself at the 
San Francisco convention has their 
way there will be another 1934 de- 
bacle in California, and we may not 
be able to pull the old state out of 
the tail spin she is now in, but we 
may see her flop completely. It al- 
ways happens when things begin to 
get good for labor this gang always 
finds some way to worm itself in- 
side and start to claim that it is 


representing labor. Where in’ell I} 


asks are all these saviors at other 
times? Particularly when the sled- 
ding is tough, and the pulling hard, 
when labor could stand a little help. 
Of course the question answers it- 
self. They will always be found 
working on some job that has been 
a curse to labor, and that labor 
generally curses, and they will be 
found without a card, but always 
telling some one what a fine union 
man they are. Well if labor had to 
depend on the likes of those birds, 
when labor required assistance, 
there would be no organized labor, 
and if labor and the general public 
has to depend on their leadership 
during the next coming campaign, 
then all I can say is God help you, 
for you will certainly need help 
from somewhere. 
Sound Thinking Required 

What labor requires at this time 
more than anything else is good 
sound thinking along political lines. 
Thinking that will develop real 
leadership, instead of promoting a 
lot of “Johnny come latelys,” who 
have an immediate panacea for 
every ill which besets you, but their 
own position and condition is the 
best indicator of just what you 
could expect from such leadership. 
Look over the field carefully. Don’t 
let loud words or vague promises 
deceive you. Just remember the 
words of that ancient Chinese phil- 
osopher, a man who is willing to 
make promises to you before he un- 
derstands your problems and with- 
out careful study is just as likely 
to make the opposite promise to the 
other fellow.

STRAUS’ FOES HIT 
BY LABOR LEADERS

F. L. Group Declares His Ene- 

mies Are Not Really Interest- 
ed in Low-Cost Housing 
The prompt action of the senate 
committee on education and labor 
in recommending that the senate 
confirm the nomination of Nathan 
Straus as head of the United States 
housing authority to administer the 
half billion dollar low-rent housing 
and slum elimination act passed by 
congress last summer was a fitting 
answer to the baseless opposition to 
his confirmation. 
Hillside Homes Bugaboo 

The enemies of Mr. Straus alleged 
that he was financially interested 
in Hillside homes, a low-rent hous- 
ing development in New York as- 
sisted by a public works adminis- 
tration loan. The property, after 
completion, was turned over to a 
limited dividend corporation to ad- 
minister, the government loan to be 
amortized out of rental collections. 
When the United States housing au- 
thority was established, President 
Roosevelt by executive order trans- 
ferred to its jurisdiction the assets 
of the old P. W. A. housing divi- 
{ sion, which was alleged to include 
the government Yoan on Hillside 


Inasmuch as the housing act spec- 
ified that the administrator should 
have no personal interest in any 
property over which his authority 
| extended, the enemies of Mr. Straus 
| claimed they had a valid objection 
to his serving as housing aduiuinis- 
trator. They insisted in their un- 
warranted opposition despite Mr. 


vested himself of all property in- 


provisions of the housing act. 
Bates Lauds Administrator 

The barrage against Mr. Straus 
was strongly condemned by the 
members of the housing committee 
of the American Federation of La- 
bor as being “more interested in 
long-term politics than in long-term 
housing.” : 

“The American Federation of La- 
bor, and above all the building 
trades workers, have the most di- 
rect interest of any group in the 
country in the success of the new 
United States housing authority,” 
said Harry C. Bates, chairman of 
the housing committee and also 
president of the bricklayers, masons 
and plasterers’ international union 
of America and a member of the 
A. F. of L. executive council. 

“We have been working for a na. 
tional program of low-rent housing 
and slum clearance ever since Sen- 
ator Wagner introduced his first 
bill years ago. 

“Naturally, we have been watch- 
ing the development of the United 
States housing authority very close- 
ly. And we are absolutely satisfied 
that its administrator, Mr. Nathan 
Straus, is establishing this all-im- 
portant long-term national housing 
program on a sound and admirable 
basis.” 

Praised by McDonough 

M. J. McDonough, secretary of the 
building and construction trades de- 
partment of the American Federa~ 
tion of Labor, was also impressed 
with the fitness of the housing ad- 
ministrator for the office. Asserting 
that Mr. Straus was “doing a swell | 
job,” Mr. McDonough added:

Back in 1915, a French soldier 
returned home by way of Switzer- 
land after having been released 
from a German prison. He could not 
remember his name or anything 
about his previous history. For 
twenty-two years, the case of this 
‘living unknown soldier,” as he be- 
came known, puzzled that nation. 
During this time more than 300 
families have claimed the man as a 
relative. All these claims were con- 
sidered by the courts seeking to es- 
tablish the man’s identity, but by 
1932 all but twenty-one of them had 
been eliminated. Last summer, this 
number had been reduced to four, 
and late last month a final court 
decision ruled that the man was 
Octave Montjoin who had enlisted 
from St. Maur and became a victim 
of amnesia in German ‘prisons, He 
is normal in every other way but 
remembers nothing prior to his im- 
prisonment. 


May Never See Capone 


The sentence of Al Capone, con- 
fined in Alcatraz prison, California, 
will expire in 1939, but this former 
king of Chceago racketeers prob- 
ably never wll be permitted to re. 
turn to his old haunts. The United 
States bureau of immigration is re 
ported to have proof that Capone 
was born in Palermo, Sicily, instead 
of Brooklyn, N. Y., and that he is 
therefore not an American citizen. 
If true, he will be promptly deport- 
ed as soon as he emerges from 
prison.

In many parts of the country 
spurious labels have appeared. It is 
claimed that the products 
which these new labels are 
played are made under “fair”

ions but are fictitious emblems used 
by trade associations, corporations 
or individuals to mislead the 
sumer into believing that the

This is an “unfair” trade practice 
Who is to be the judge and certify 
that certain products are made un- 
der “fair” labor conditions, 
bona fide labor unionists? 

Usually merchandise is not of a 
high quality unless it is made under 
union labor conditions. These un- 
authorized labels are used by con- 
cerns to confuse the consumer. In 
some cases, the words “union-made"” 
are used to designate the products 
of a company union. The union la- 
bel trades department has asked 
congress to make a thorough inves- 
tigation into the uses of various 
labels and other misrepresentations

The possibility of a wide inquiry 
into employer groups was seen in 
the disclosure that the committee 
also has subpoenaed the records of 
the league for industrial rights, 
which gives legal advice on labor

Free Homes of Tax, 


Is Sheppard’s Plan 
Texas Senator Proposes Revolu- 
tionary Scheme in Amend- 
ment to Constitution 

Senator Morris Sheppard (Dem., 
Tex.), has proposed a constitutional 
amendment designed to encourage 
home owning by a revolutionary 
scheme of tax reduction. 

If the amendment is ratified, the 
Texas solon claims, 80 per cent of 
all homes, valued at $5,000 or less, 
will be freed of all taxes except the 
small levy required to pay off their 
share of state and local bonded in- 
debtedness outstanding at ratifica- 
tion. It will make these homes en- 
tirely and permanently free of taxes 
when these debts are paid. 

The other 20 per cent, homesteads 
valued about $5,000, will continue to 
be taxed, but only on the value 
above $5,000.

Harrisburg, Pa., Dec. 9.—The 
recently created state bureau of 
civil rights has launched a cam- 
paign to drive labor spies and 
professional strikebreakers out 
of Pennsylvania. 

This drive was spurred by the 
disclosure that 38 agencies fur- 
nishing industrial stool pigeons 
to anti-union employers, or, hir- 
ing thugs and ex-convicts to act 
as strikebreakers, are located in 
this state.

State Takes a Hand

The bureau is a permanent tri- 
bunal intended to do for Pennsyl- 
vania what the U. S. senate civil 
liberties committee has done for 
the nation by exposing the activities 
of labor spies, vigilantes and other 
agencies interfering with the rights 
of workers. 


Secondary Picketing 


Is Upheld By Court 


Stores which sell the products of 
a manufacturer Involved in labor 
troubles can be legally picketed, the 
New York court of appeals ruled 
this week in a six-to-one decision. 

This is contrary to decisions ren- 
dered in similar cases by lower 
courts in this state and by the high- 
est courts in other states, most of 
which have held that picketing of 
that nature constitutes a secondary 
boycott and is unlawful.

Credit in computing unemploy- 
ment benefits will be limited to em- 
| ployment performed for employers |

has covered employers in 
most industrial and commercial ac- 
tivities who have hired eight or 
more workers in 20 different weeks 
of the calendar year: An amend- 
ment, effective with the new year, 
extends coverage to employers of 4 
or more workers. 

Agricultural labor and domestic 
service are the principal occupa- 
tions not covered by the state leg- 
islation. 

Unemployed Must Register 

“In applying for benefits the un- 
employed worker must register at 
his local employment service office” 
Neustadt explained today. “At the 
same time he must register for a 
job. If the employment service is 
unable to place the worker in suit- 
able employment and if the worker 
cannot find a job by his own efforts, 
he can claim benefits for each week 
of total unemployment after his 
waiting period expires. 

‘In California where the waiting 
period is four weeks the fifth week 
unemployment will be the ‘first 
compensable week’.” 

In Oregon, which requires a two- | 
week waiting period, the third week 
of total unemployment will be the 
first compensable week, 

Neustadt said that all states com- | 
pute the duration of benefits to cov- 
ered unemployed workers and the 
amount of the weekly benefit check 
upon the basis of the worker’s past | 
employment record.

Benefits After January 1 
Workers quitting their jobs with- 
out cause will be subjected to a} 


waiting period usually twice as long 
those whose unemployment is | 
due to plant layoffs or other causes 
over which the worker has no con- 
trol. Neustadt explained that the 
waiting period of two to four weeks 
is the ‘normal’ waiting period and 
that all states impose an extended 
waiting period on the worker who 
quits without cause or is discharged 
for misconduct.

those partially unemployed after 
January 1, provided their earnings | 
are less than the benefits that |

The partially unemployed worker 
will also have to register at an em-| 
ployment service office to claim 
benefits.

Thousands Discharged 
By Railroad Companies 


But Car Loadings Increase and 
Higher Freight Rates Are Asked 
From Interstate Commission 

Wholesale dismissals of railroad 
employes by leading carriers threat- 
en to bring havoc to the lives of 
thousands of workers and their fam- 
ilies. Three large roads alone were 
reported to have dropped 20,000 
employes since the first of Septem- 
ber. The three were the New York 
Central, Pennsylvania and Balti- 
more and Ohio. 

Although complaining of failing 
business, the association of Ameri- 
can railroads itself revealed at a 
monthly meeting in Washington, 
D. C., that car loadings gained this 
year over last. From the period from 
January 1 through September 18, 
1937, car loadings totaled 28,198,399, 
or nearly 3,000,000 more than in 
1936. In the meantime, also, the in- 
terstate commerce commission has 
been petitioned by class 1 carriers 
to grant higher freight rates on the 
so-called heavy commodity list.

House Accepts “Indefinite Bill 
Submitted By Administration; 
Means Lower Minimum 


An attempt to sidetrack the ad- 
ministration wage-hour bill in favor 
of a more important measure spon- 
sored by the American Federation 
of Labor failed in the house Wed- 
nesday night. The vote, by tellers, 
was 162 to 131. 

The substitute, which would have 
imposed uniform wage-hour stand- 
ards instead of the more indefinite 
ones in the administration _ bill, 
provided the first major test of the 
leadership’s strength on this legis- 
lation. 

Opposed Program 

The federation’s proposal was 
that minimum wages of 40 cents an 
hour and maximum hours of 40 a 
week be specified in the law. The 
administration bill would give an 
administrative agency power to fix 
wage standards, “within limits.” 

The AFL bitterly opposed such a 
grant of power because it said the 
functioning of another agency with 
broad powers, the national labor 
relations board, had been unsatis- 
factory. 


Machines Menace Jobs; 
300 Hat Makers Strike

NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CANNERY 
WORKERS FORMED IN CALIFORNIA 


With representatives of more 
than 75,000 A. F. of L. members of 
various unions in the agricultural 
industry as a nucleus, the national 
council of agricultural workers au- 
thorized by William Green, presi- 
dent of the A. F. of L., was formed 
in San Jose last Sunday. 

By vote of the delegates present 
from all parts of California, the na~ 
tional council of agricultural work- 
ers supersedes the original Califor- 
nia state council of cannery work- 
ers. It now includes, or will short- 
ly, representatives of all the field 
workers, shed workers, cannery 
workers, dried fruit and nut pack- 
ers, winery workers and other 
groups dependent on _ various 


ECCLES AND JONES 
FAVOR HOUSING AID 


FRB and RFC Heads Vision 
Large Increase in Demand 
For Homes Costing 
$6,000 or Less 


The vital subject of a vast ex- 
tension of private construction 
of dwellings, with government 
aid where possible, as suggest- 
ed by President Roosevelt to 


provide needed dwellings, increase 
employment and aid the return of 
prosperity, is receiving increasing 
attention since the recent confer- 
ence to start the “earmarking” of 
funds under the U. S. housing au- 
thority’s $526,000,000 slum clearance 
program. 

The conference was_ intended 
merely to formulate policies and 
procedure under the proposed pro- 
gram, which Administrator Nathan 
Straus is attempting to get under 
way as speedily as practicable. 

Eccles Urges Cheaper Financing 

In the meantime, the house bank- 
ing and currency committee, in 
hearings preparatory to liberaliza- 
tion of the federal housing act to 
stimulate the construction indus- 
try, in accordance with the presi- 
dent’s suggestion, brought out many 
constructive statements from men 
in a position to speak authorita- 
tively. Among these was Marriner 
S. Eccles, governor of the federal 
reserve board, who declared that he 


knew of ‘no financial mechanism 
that is available or that could be 
created or enlarged that is as well 
able to take care of the financing 
of homes to rent, and homes to 
own, than is the federal housing 
law and the proposed amendments.” 

The senate and house have been 
considering identical bills, which 
would amend the federal housing 
act to make possible a smaller 
down payment on homes costing 
$6,000 or less and to encourage 
lower interest rates. 

Amendments’ proposed would 
make possible 80 to 90 per cent 
loans, at 5 per cent interest, plus a 
quarter of one per cent for federal 
housing administration insurance 
and mortgages. Mr. Eccles testified 
that this “is a low financng cost by 
comparison with anything we have 
ever been accustomed to in this 
country.” 

Jones Visions $30 Monthly Cost 

Jesse H. Jones, chairman of the 
reconstruction finance corporation, 
declared that the proposed program 
would enable families to build 
homes at a cost of about $30 per 
month, based upon a $5,000 home, 
and that he believed home builders 
could obtain $5,000 mortgages at a 
cost slightly less than $30 per 
month, with amortization within 
twenty years. 

Fish Wants Lower Service Charges 

Representative Fish of New York, 
who represents the  president’s 
home district in congress, came out 
strongly for the housing program, 
but insisted that a still lower inter- 
est rate might be established. “I 
think the government should take a 
loss by cerrying some of these ad- 
ministrative expenses,” the congress- 
man declared, “in order to accom- 
plish the purposes of this program.” 
It is estimated that administrative 
expenses in handling loans for 
small homes would run from one 
and a half to two per cent. 

The American Federation of La- 
bor heartily supports the proposed 
building program, which it is esti- 
mated may bring $16,000,000 of pri- 
vate capital to the useful field of 
home construction.

branches of the agricultural indus- 
try and horticultural industry for 
employment. 

Charles W. Real, Oakland, Ala- 
meda county vice president of the 
California state federation of labor, 
was named as president of the coun- 
cil as the result of his services in 
organizing ‘and promoting the dis- 
solved California state councl of 
cannery workers, 

Rosco F. Vatuone, San Jose, sec- 
retary of Santa Clara county Can, 
nery Workers’ Union No. 20852, is 
first vice president; Harry H. Pa- 
checo, San Jose, financial secretary- 
treasurer; and Theresa De Costa, 
Sacramento, recording secretary. 


The next meeting of the national 
council will be held in Oakland in 
January, the delegates decided. 

Edward D. Vandeleur, executive 
secretary of the California State 
Federation of Labor, who has been 
active in the formation of the na- 
tional council under orders from 
President Green, addressed the del- 
egates on a number of important 
matters incident to the organiza- 
tion. 

Vandeleur repeated previous 
warnings as to the seriousness of 
the situation in the prune industry 
due to an unmarketable surplus, 
and urged all members of organized 
labor to take an active part in aid- 
ing in the disposition of the surplus 
for the benefit of labor and business 
in general. 

Considerable criticism of the na- 
tional labor relations board and its 
representatives in activities favor- 
ing C. I. O. organizations developed 
at the meeting. 

Delegates of the various unions 
were made a committee of the 
whole, along with the executive 
boards of their unions, to assemble 
data in the various branches of the 
industry to be used in negotiations 
with employers next year. 

Numerous routine matters and 
unification of activities were dis-

MISUSE OF “TAXEATER” 
IN THEIR RESOLUTION 


The following resolution was un- 
animously adopted by the delegates 
present at the seventh annual con- 
vention of the California federation 
of civil service associations held re- 
cently in Fresno. 

Presented by San Francisco mu- 
nicipal civil service association. 
Misuse of the terms “tax-eaters and 

tax-wasters” 

Whereas, The public press is con- 
tinually attacking and cartooning 
governmental officials and em- 
ployees by characterizing them as 
tax-wasters and tax-eaters; and 

Whereas, We believe the real in- 
tent of such newspaper attack is to 
call attention to the evils of the 
“spoils system,” which has been 
used by unscrupulous politicians to 
the detriment of the merit system, 
which merit system this federation 
is pledged to protect on behalf of 
those honest, loyal and efficient 
public servants who have procured 
their position as a result of competi- 
tive civil service examinatons; and 

Whereas, We call the attention of 
our fellow citizens to the incon- 
testable fact that of all the dis- 
bursements of funds by the citi- 
zens, the small faction used for the 
public service under the merit sys- 
tem; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That we call upon the 
publishers and editors of our news- 
papers to bear in mind that money 
spent in maintaining a public serv- 
ice under the merit system is money 
well and judiciously spent, and that 
the lampooning and caricaturing, if 
any, should be limited to its right- 
ful field—that is, the field of the 
“spoils system” which every decent 
American must and should con- 
demn, 


cussed. Following the meeting the 
delegates were guests of Cannery 
Workers’ Union No. 20852, San 
Jose, at dinner. 

“Judging from the inquiries we 
have had from cannery and other 
agricultural groups in various 
states, there is no question about 
the interest in the national council,” 
Vandeleur said. We will proceed 
cautiously and in accordance with 
instructions of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, and ultimately the 
national council may be turned into 
a national union of agricultural 
workers, embracing every worker 
who is dependent, directly or indi- 
rectly, on products of the soil for 

employment.”

STATE SECRETARY 
MAKES APPEAL 0 
SAVE PRUNE IND. 


Labor Secretary Appeals to 
President, Senators and 
Congressmen for Help 


An appeal to President 
Roosevelt, Secretary of Agri- 
culture Wallace, California sen- 
ators and congressmen, Presi- 


dent Green of the American 
Federation of Labor, and various 
governmental agencies to give im- 
mediate aid in disposing of Califor- 
na’s prune surplus was sent out this 
week by Edward D. Vandeleur, ex- 
ecutive secretary of the California 
State Federation of Labor. 

“Since the campaign to dispose of 
California’s prune surplus, for the 
benefit of the worker and business 
in general, was instituted, I find 
that the actual surplus approxi- 
mates about 272,000 tons,” Vande- 
leur said. 

“I have found that the situation 
is more serious than it first ap- 
peared, and in behalf of the work- 
ers in the agricultural industry, and 
others dependent on them or their 
business, it has been decided to ask 
for direct and immediate govern- 
mental aid. 

“The surplus is a nominal matter 
when considered on a national basis, 
but a very important one to our 
California prune growers and the 
labor they employ. 

“While we have urged action by 
governmental agencies, it would be 
well for labor to continue its cam- 
paign amongst its own members to 
induce purchase of boxes of surplus 
prunes before the holidays. 

“We must not forget that if we 
do something for the farmer he 
will be in a more receptive mood 
when negotiation time arrives. And 
if we succeed in helping him dis- 
pose of this surplus, labor as well 
as all lines of business will benefit. 

“And any and all cooperation that 
any member, or organization in 
the labor movement can give to 
bring about disposition of our prune 
surplus will be a good investment.”
